How often is a person's 
continuing eligibility estab- 
lished for the check he re- 
ceives? 


A person’s eligibility is 
checked at least every 12 


months except for ADC, 
which will be every six 
months. Between reviews 


clients must report changes 
in their situation. 


When an old age pension 
recipient dies during the 
month before receiving his 
check, is the check returned 
to the State Department of 


Pensions and Security to be 
voided? 


A check received after a 
pensioner dies should be 
sent back to the State De- 
partment of Pensions and 
Security. If the check is for 
the month in which death 
took place, it will be paid 
to a person designated by 
the pensioner to receive his 
last check, or to a surviving 
spouse. 

How is need verified? 

A client’s statement is 
verified by the source having 
the information with the con- 
sent of the client. Examples 
are Clearing with the bank 
about a savings account or 
an employer about wages. 


What records are accepta- 
ble for birth verification 
when no birth certificate is 
available? 


When there is no birth cer- 
tificate, age may be verified 
by birth certificate of appli- 
cant’s child, by church re- 


cords, marriage records, 
military records, social 
security records, insurance 


policies, etc. A legal docu- 
ment showing age can usua- 
lly be accepted. 


Why are old age pension- 
ers told to check with the 
Pensions and Security Off- 
ice before selling or dispos- 


ing of property? 


A person cannot be approv- 
ed for aid if he gives away 
or sells property in order to 
qualify. Also changes in a 
person’s resources, such as 
receipt of funds in sale of 
property, can affect eligibil- 
ity or the amount of payment, 


How much will the State 
pay on nursing care in a 
Private institution? 


The State can pay up to 
$125 a month for care in a 
licensed nursing home or 
$175 if the nursing home is 
skilled. 


What is a vendor payment 
in connection with nursing 
care in a private institution? 


A vendor payment is a 
payment made to a person or 
individual providing a ser- 
vice for a recipient of assis- 
tance. For example, a hos- 
pital or nursing home may 
receive a vendor payment for 
care of an old age pensioner. 


After a pensioner goes to 
a nursing home, is he entitl- 
ed to a pension check in 
his own name? If so, how 
much? 


When a pensioner is in a 
nursing home, the State pays 
the nursing home for his 
nursing care within maxi- 
mums allowed, and then, if 
he needs it, pays the pen- 
sioner up to $22 for clothing 
and incidentals. 


Who verifies the need for 
anyone to be admitted to a 
nursing home?
